| HAVE just finished reading Law 

rence J. Burpee’s article on Poland 
in a recent issue of your periodical 
and many thoughts have come to m3 
mind about the late republic of Po 
land. 


The question in one’s mind is: Was 
the Polish Republic a Democracy 01 
not? Those who know something 
about pre-1939 Poland would emphat 
ically answer NO. Poland at that 
period, and as a matter of fact the 
Poland of 1924 to 1939, was NOT a 
Democracy. It was simply a Dictatoi 
ship of a military clique and landed 
gentry over the poor and landless 
peasants. 

I lived in Poland for over four 
years and never saw any signs of a 
democratic government as we know 
it in Canada. In the early days of the 
Republic there was an attempt to 
establish a truly democratic govern 
ment. There were bona fide elections 
and a President was elected. He was, 
I reeall, Gabriel Narutowitch, and I 
believe that he was brought from 
France to assume this high office. He 
was duly elected, and I have no doubt 
that Poland would then have em 
barked on a democratic way of life. 
Unfortunately for the people of Po 
land, Mr. Narutowitch was assassin 
ated by one of the landed class, and 
that was the end of Polish democracy 


Marshal Joseph Pilsudski then took 
over the actual government of the 
country (but not the civil govern 
ment), and although the Marshal was 
a great and true Polish patriot and 
a world renowned army general he 
was certainly not a democrat. You 
can take as proof the treatment ac 
corded to minorities in Poland at that 
time. Ukrainians, Byelo-Russians and 
Jews were treated almost as badly 
as they are undet Hitler’s regime 
mall town near Pinsk,

ment at that time did was to confis 
cate the Russian Orthodox chureh in 
the town and turn it into a Roman 
Catholic church. You would hardly 
call that a democratic gesture! Rus 
sian and Jewish schools were closed 
No Jew o1 tussian could hold a POV 
ernment office, and nothing but con 
tempt was shown by the Poles to the 
Russian and Jewish population of 
that section of the country, although 
the Poles were greatly in the mino. 
ity. They instituted a ‘“Numerus 
Clausus” in their high schools and 
universities and thereby barred the 
minorities from higher education 
Anti-Semitism was encouraged by the 
rovernment, and one of the promin 
ent political parties, the N.D's.. @ 
National Democrats, adopted it as 
one of their planks. 

Many more things could be said 
ibout the terrible mismanagement of 
the once promising young Polish Re 
public, but it is better to forget the 
vast and look forward to the day in 
he not too distant future when a new 
Poland will be reborn, a Poland of 


iberty, freedom, and tolerance. To 
quote from General Sikorsky’s re 
cent article in Collier’s magazine, 


Poland has decided to adapt a dem 
cratic government along the pattern 
if the U.S.A. and Britain. All Polish 
itizens are to be equal and all, re 
rardless of origin, race, or creed, are

"T’HIS letter is by way of reply and

Less than the distance 
from New York to Philadelphia. Not 
as far as Ottawa from Montreal, o1 
Victoria from Vancouver. Seventy 
miles away freedom is a distorted 
dream, hostages are shot, men cowe! 
in cellars. 

Seventy miles The man_ from 
America can hardly believe it. The 
enemy has been so close for three 
vears—-so close, so powerful, so vi 
cious in his threats.
